OMAHA, ,Neb., July 4.—Although 8 


o'clock wan tin1 hour set for the open- 
ing of the morning Hussion of the nu- 
tional convention of the people's party, 
it won 8:45 before enongli memlioi'H hail 
arrived to warrant the calling of tho 
roll to ascertain whether or not a quo- 
rum wus, present, and 0 o'clock before 
partial order had been secured. Then 
amid a Htnrm of "tiyos" a motion was 
carried lliivt each state appoint a ser- 
gcant-at-arma to preserve, order in its 
owu delegation. 


Tho credentials committee reported 


no contests. 


The committee on permanent organi- 


zation made Its report as follows:

C. 11. VanWyek, of Nebraska. 


' We hare witnessed for moro than a quarter 
of a century the struggles of the two great 
political parties for power and plnnder, while 
grievous wrongs have boon Inflicted upon the 
suffering people. Wo charge that the control- 
ling InfluencoB dominating both those parlies 
have permitted tbo existing drnadful conditions 
to develop without serious effort to reprove 
or restrain them. Neither do they now prom- 
Ise us any substantial reform. 
They have 
agreed together to Ignore, In the coming cam • 
,palgn, evory Issue but one. They propose 
to drown tho outcries of a plundered people 
Vlth the uproar of a sham-battle over the 
tariff, so that capitalists, corporations, national 
' banks, rlnga. trusts, watered stock, the de- 
monltlzation of stiver and tho oppressions of 
tho uanrere may all be lost sight of. They pro- 
pose to sacrifice our homos, lives and children 
on tbo alter of Mammon: to destroy tho multi- 
tude In order to secure corruption funds from 
tbe millionaires. 
Assembled on the anniversary of tho birth- 


day of the nation and filled with tho spirit o! 
the grand generation who established onr In- 
dependence, we souk to restore the govern- 
ment of the republic to the hands of "the plain 
people" with whoso class It originated, 


Wo assort onr purposes to bo Identical with 


tho purposes of the national constitution: "To 
form a moro perfect union, establish Justice, 
Insure domestic tranqullity, provide for thu 
common defense, promote tho general welfare 
and secure tho blessings of liberty for our- 
selves and our posterity." We declare that 
this republic con only endure as a free govern- 
ment, while built upon tho lore of the whole 
people for each other and tor the nation; It 
cannot be pinned together with bayonets; thai 
tha civil war Is over and that every passion and 
resentment which grew out of It must dlo with 
It, and that we must bo in faot, as wo are In 
name, a united brotherhood of freomeu. 


Our comity finds itself confronted by condi- 


tions for which there Is no precedent la the 
history of the world ; our annual agricultural 
productions amount to billions of dollars In 
value, which must; within a few weeks ot 
months, bo exchanged, for billions of dollars ol 
commodities consumed In tholr proiluotlon; 
tho existing currency supply is wholly Inade- 
quate to make this exchange; tho results aro 
falling prices, tho formation of combines aud 
rings, and tho impoverishment of the produc- 
ing class. We pledge ourselves that If given 
power wo will labor to corrct those evils by 
wise and reasonable legislation ill accordance 
with tho terms of our platform. 


Wo baltovo that tho powers of government— 


in other words, of the people—should bo ex- 
panded, (as In tho case of tho postal service) as 
rapidly and as far as the good sense of an in- 
telligent people and the teachings of experience 
will Justify, to tho end that oppression, injustice 
and poverty shall eventually coaae in tho land. 
While our sympathies as u party of reform are 
naturally upon tho side of every proposition 
which will tend to mako men intelligent, vir- 
tuous and temperate, wo nevertheless regard 
thuMO questions—important Ra they aro—as 
secondary 
to 
tbe 
great 
issues 
now 


pressing for solution, 
and 
upon 
which 


not 
only 
our 
Individual 
prosperity 


but the very existence of free Institutions de- 
pend; and we ask nil men to first help us to 
determine whether wo aro to have n republic to 
administer, before wo differ us to the condi- 
tions upon whleh it is to bo admtnl utorod. Be- 
lieving that tho forces of reform this day or- 
ganized will never coaso to move forward until 
every wrong Is remedied, anil equal rights and 
equal privileges aro sornrely established for all 
tbo men and woman of this country; we de- 
clare therefore.

OMAHA, Null., July 5.— The following 


are the preamble, platform and resolu- 
tions adopted by the people's party 
convention yesterday:

the United States this day consummated shall 
bo permanent and perpetual; may its spirit 
enter into all hearts for the aulvatlon of tbe re- 
public nnd tho uplifting oj mankind. 
Second. Wealth belongs to him who creates 


it, and every dollar taken fi«m industry, with- 
out an equivalent is robborr. "If any will not 
work neither shall ho eat." Tho Interests of 
rural and civic labor are the same; tholr one- 
mien are identical. 
Third. Wo believe that the time has come 


when tho railroad corporations will either own 
the people or tho pt,oplo must own the rail- 
roads, and should tho government enter upon 
the work of owning and managing any or all 
railroads, wo should favor an amendment to 
*ho constitution by which all persons ongagod 
In tho government service shall be placed un- 
der a civil service regulation of tho most rigid 
character so as to prevent tho Increase of tho 
power of tho national administration by tho 
ttss of such additional government employes 


PLATKOHM. 


Wo demand a national currency, safe, sound 


and flexible, Issued by tho general government 
only; a logdl tender for all debts, public and 
private, without tbo use of banking corpora- 
tions; a Just, eqnttahlo and ofll clont means o! 
distribution direct to tho people, at a tax not 
to exooed J per cent, por annum, to be provided 
as sot forth In tho subtroasury plan of tbo 
farmer's alliance or some better system; also 
by payments in discharge of its obligations fol 
Improvements. 
We demand tbe free and unlimited coinage 


of silver and gold at tbe prosout legal ratio of 
II) to 1. 
We demand that tho amount of the circula- 


ting medium bo speedily increased to not less 
than ISO per capita. 
We demand a graduated Income tax. 
We believe that tho moneys of the country 


should be kept as much as possible in tho 
hand* of tho people, and heuoft we demand thai 
all national and state rev enttos shall bo limited 
to tho nooossary expenses of the government, 
economically and honestly administered. 


We demand that postal savings bunks be es- 


tablished by the government for tho safe de- 
posit of the earnings of the people aad to fa- 
cilitate exchange. 
Transportation being a means ot exchange 


and a public necessity, tbe government should 
own and operate the railroads in the interest 
of the pooplo. 
The telegraph and telephone, like the post- 


office system, being a necessity for the trans- 
mission of news, should be owned and operated 
by the government in tho Interest of tbe 
people. 
, 
Tho land. Including all the natural sources of 


wealth, i« tho heritage of all tho people and 
should not be monopolliod for speculative pur- 
poses; and alien ownership of land should be 
prohibited. All lands uow hold by railroads 
and other corporations In excess of their 
actual needs and all lands now owned by aliens 
should be reclaimed by tho government and 
hold for actual settlors only. 


AHer submitting the foregoing the 


committee on resolutions held another 
meeting and unanimously agreed to re- 
port the following to tho convention at 
the night session: 


WIIBXBAS, Other questions have been pre- 


sented for our consideration, we hereby sub- 
mit the following, not as » part of tbo plat- 
form of tho people's party, but as resolutions 
expressive of tho sentiment of this conven- 
tion. 
1. Setolvtd, That we demand a free ballot 


and a fair count In all elections, and piodge 
onrsolves to secure It to evory legal voter with- 
out federal intervention through the adoption 
by the states of tho nuporverted Australian or 
secret ballot system. 
« g. nnolvtil, That tho revenue derived from a 
graduated Income tax should be applied to the 
reduction of the burden of taxation uow rest- 
ing upon the domestic industries ot this coun- 


^ 8. Keiolrtd, That wo pledge our support to 
fair and liberal pensions to "ex- union soldiers 
and sailors. 
4. Ktialaeil, That wo condemn the fallacy of 


protecting American labor under the r .•osont 
system, which opens our ports to the pauper 
and criminal classes of the world, and crowds 
out our wage-earners; and we denounce tho 
presont Ineffective laws against contract labor, 
and demand tho further restriction of undesir- 
able immigration. 
• 5. Ktiolvtd, That we cordially nympathlie 
with the efforts of organized workmen to 
shorten tho hours of labor, and demand a rigid 
enforcement ol the existing eight-hour law on 
government work, and ask that a penalty 
clause be added to tbe said law. 
a. Rttolvtd, That we regard tho maintenance 


of a large standln g army of mercenaries, known 
as tho Plnkerton system, as a menace to onr 
liberties, and wo demand its abolition; and wo 
condemn the recent invasion of tbo territory 
of Wyoming by tho hlro'l assassins of plu- 
tocracy, asalitol by federal officials. 


7. Rfiolred, That wo commend to tho favor- 


able consideration of the people and the reform 
press the legislative system known as the ini- 
tiative and referand am. 


8. flMoltif rl, That w« favor a conttltutlonal 


provision limiting the office of president and 
vice-president to ooe term, and providing for 
the election of senators of the United States by 
a direct vote of tho people. 


«. KtKltid, Th»t we oppose any subsidy or 


national aid to any private corporation for any

A TERRIBLE WRECK. 


Five Men Killed by and Accident on 


the Wabaah. 


& WASHOUT CAUSED BY A W ATERSPOUT 


Leaves the Rails Without Support—An 


Engine and 
Nine Cars Thrown 


From the Track, the Engine 


Turning Over. 
4TH OF JULY 


POUT WAYXK, Ind., July 4.—A terri- 


ble accident occurred at Keller's sta- 
tion, thirty-five miles west of this city, 
on the Walmsh railwiy ut 3:110 o'clock 
yesterday morning, by which five men 
lost their lives. A tiirrilic wind and 
rain storm swept over that section 
about midnight, and a waterspout 
broke near that poirt, which was so 
violent as to flood every thing in the 
vicinity. Tae volume of water was so 
great as to xiiiderninc the bed of tile 
Wabash roail.ai-d the embankment was 
washed out. leaving the rails suspended 
in the air with no support.

He Will Glvo His Views Upon tho Sub- 


ject in His Letter of Acceptance. 


I'.OSTON, July -I.—Mr. Cleveland will 


not issue a public "remonstrance-" to 
congress on the silver question. He 
will not tain- the indirect course of 
writing a private letter, for the pur- 
pose of haviiijf itj'publish. The oppor- 
tunity to say what he has to say will 
eome soon enough when he formally 
accepts the nomination, and there will 
he no douht whatiho says then, when 
he can properly say it in his letter, will 
be sufficiently plain to prevent any mis- 
understanding.

MEXICO, Mo , July 5.—Roports still 


cnme in of the dnniugc l>y the tornado 
Saturday niprlit. The storm camp di- 
rectly from tin1 west, and its path was 
only n hundred yards wide, but was 
very destructive, laying low everything 
its traelt 


The first place the storm struck in 


this county was on Jake Kellers'farm, 
six miles southwest of Mexico. The 
house was completely demolished and 
Mrs.Sellers was severely injured. Tho 
next place was at Royal Jesse's, whose 
buildings were torn down, but no one 
injured. 
Alex. Davis' house was torn 


to pieces and Mrs. Davis and a son 
wore serm\isly hurt. Forty stands of 
T>ees were blo\\n two miles. All tho 
buildings on the Khnfur farm are com- 
pletely wrecked. At this place A 10- 
yar-old Iwy was seriously Injured by 
falling timbers. Tho next house east 
was F. M Hallee's, where slight dam- 
age was done. The Abe Jackson farm 
was wrecked, but no ones was injured. 
Five buildings on the farm of A. O. 
Turner were completely demolished.
